"At this time Sherman M. Booth 


•who was a graduate of Yale college, 
•was the editor and publisher of the 
Milwaukee Free Democrat, the organ 
of the most radical abolitionists. He 
was a hitter writer, an orator of con- 
siderable power, and a born agitator 
It was he who was advised by a tel 
cicram from the mayor of luiclno ol 
the arrest of Glover.. Forthwith lit 
issued an extra, which was distribu- 
ted about the street* of . Milwaukee, 
Then a report gained currency that 
Glover would be trjcd that afternoon 
and spirited back to bondage. Booth

The excitement wax feverish, but tern- 
perate counsels prevailed In the end 
and It was-resolved to have recourse 
to the expedients of-the law. A writ 
*of habeas corpus was nerved on.the 
sheriff, but ho ir.adu return that Glo- 
ver was not In hie custody.

like' writ was on ,tho' deputy marshal 
but the United States district judge 
announced that It would not bo obeyed 
and that no earthly power 'could take 
Glover out" of Jail before the follow- 
ing Monday, when he would have his 
bearing-.

live slave act as a cruel and odioiie 
law, and the acts of the prisoner as 
'noble, benevolent, and humane.' A 
motion for a new trial was promptl} 
denied, and Booth was sentenced to 
one month's Imprisonment and a fine 
ol 91.000 and costs. 


Application was made to tlio sti 


promo court1 of Wisconsin for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was prompt 
ly granted. Then the <lay flxed for 
the return of the writ) tho prisoner 
and his counsel wero escorted to tht 
station to take the train for Madison 
by a hand of music und a lr.rge crowii 
of citizens, amid the ringing of hells 
and the tiring of cannon. A few days 
later the supreme court rendered Its 
decision discharging Booth from the 
custody of the United States marsh- 
al. .It also Instructed tho clerk not 
to send up the papers on an appeal 
to the supreme court of/the Unjtei 
States, and to disobey a writ of error 
from- that tribunal. 


The United States supremo court 
tool; cognizance of tho case without 
the records, and Its decisions may be 
found In re U. S. VH.

Booth's counsel, so, the court was 
equally divided, and two successive 
applications for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus wero denied. Booth was confined 
In tho customhouse at Milwaukee. In 
August a party of eight persons went 
there at noon, seized the guard op- 
ened the dcor, and walked off with 
the prisoner, locking up the guard 
In his place. One of the party was 
General O. H. La Grange, subsequent 
ly colonel of the First Wisconsin cav- 
alry, the rcKiment that captured Jeff 
Davis, and now a prominent citizen 
of Now York.

So com- 
mct is the social life in such places 
hat merely bqlng and breathing there 
s, advertisement enough not alono of 
irofcssiomil abilities but of every one 
f the minutest of 
private affairs, 


lerc, on tho one hand, ft lawyer can/ 
tot reach his public unless ho ninn- 
troimly enlarges, Ms shingle against 
ho sky or multiply It so that tho mil- 
Ion may know of Its whereabouts. 


'.These reasons for advertisement 
re essentially strong In the case of 
. young man and convparatlvely un- 
m>wn man. lie desires all the pub- 
ic'to know where he Is. If he have 
ny special worth to the public It Is to 
he public's advantage to know of 
Im. 
Usually JUs very youth and eii- 


rgy and ambition are ' elements of 
uch special worth. Besides. 
If ho 


avo any particular 
skill of state- 


nent or keenness of Insight, let him 
how them to tho public In search of 
hesu (iiinlltles. 
How 
better llluml- 


nte his own capacities than by fair 
nd Ingenious aTlvertitjcment? 
But a 


oung man with some degree of far- 
Ightedncsti nnd some feeling for the 
ulsu of economic activity will miiku 
Is opinion and his labor especially 
rorth while along a certain 
given 


n«. Then, for tho public's advantage 


and his own, he must advertise his In- 
tellectual wares. There Is no more dig- 


nity In practicing law honorably than 
In honorably sclUng shoes or shirts or 
cabbages. And no less.dignity. There 
Is no viler thing than a 
dishonest 


merchant unless It be 
a dishonest 


•lawyer betraying a trust. 
If then, a 


man bo without the grace of honor, 
not only should he not advertise— 
he should «not bo permitted to prac- 
tise law—nor yet to sell cabbages. 


"To advertise Is 
to'make public 


promise, and to make public promise 
Is to assume 
public responsibility. 


Many lawyers have heard their last 
of responsibility when they write tho 
last words of their bar examinations 
and take their oaths. After that si- 
lence and the night. A man who ad- 
vertises and forgets tho terms of his 
proposals dies the professional death. 
Hut he who lives by the given word 
fs tho chosen of public 
respect and 


public honor. 
By all means let the 


lawyer advertise—for tho good of the 
speaking public, for the 
.welfare of 


tho despoiled people, for tho better- 
ment of his own position and for the 
ennobling of his profession."

ages Wisconsin Industries, and. It lias 
done more to develop the state, than 
all other Influences combined. The 
manufacterers arc opposing the gover- 
nor as a unit because it Is a matter ol 
life and death with them-. 


If he should succeed In establishing 


his theories of a rate commission ap- 
pointed by himself to do his bidding, 
commodity rates would be abolished 
and when this is 
accomplished Mr. 


Moshor, Mr. Blodgctt and every o^her 
miller In the state would 
be driven 


out of business In less 
than thirty 


days. 


Other lines would be affected and 


the Industries of tho 
state would be 


parallzed beyond redemption. 


This1 Is the proposition with which 


tho state Is confronted, and men can 
afford to think twice and then think 
again before they vote In November.

Has Discovered'the Principle of 


Successful Aerial Navigation. 


.Toronto, Ont., Sept., 22.—Prof. D'Al- 
melda Is conflAbntf he'has discovered 
the principle of successful aerial navi- 
gation. He hd'«"mado a partially suc- 
cessful test with his machine, which 
Is built after tho fashion of a huge 
bird and weighs 100 pounds.

At 
a given signal'four men hurled tho 
machine with tho' professor upon It 
Into.tho air and'though a comparative- 
ly short distance was traveled It was 
amply sufficient'-' to show the wings 
possess tho required rigidity and sup- 
porting area. 


Another experiment was tried with 


tho wings free. Tho action of the ma- 
chine depends upon tho weight It car- 
rles, dropping In the middle, and rais- 
ing tho ends of tho wings.
